portion of the patients received in the m- 
stijution were those seekjng cure frorm 
the drink habit and those who were ad- 
cicted to the use of drugs. 

When the fire broke out there was on 
the fifth floor a number of patients suf- 
fering from delirium tremeng and some 
who were deranged by drugs.

Flames Spread Rapidly. 

The fire originated in the basement of 
the building and spread rapidly to the 
upper stories through the elevator shaft. 
The blaze was discovered by James New- 
ell, a grocer. He shouted to several men 
to give the alarm and to alarm the in- 
mates of the building. Several hurried to 
do this, but by the time they reached the 
first floor of the building the flames had 
been carried to the roof, had _ eaten

The circular dated June 6. says: 
“Recently the national banking act has 
been amended to permit of expansion in 
by the establishment of 
small banks all over the country.

Mrs, Julia Taylor Held Un-

IS AN OLD WOMAN 
WHO OWNS PROPERTY 


None of Her Relatives Have Shown 
Up—City Physician Pronounces 
Her Sane—She Refuses To 
Give Any Facts About 
Herself. 


The police are trying to unravel a mys- 
tery which surrounds the incarceration of 
Mrs. Julia Taylor, an aged white woman 
who was locked up at*the barracks Sun- 
day night on a charge of insanity. 

City «Physician Hurt says the woman 
is perfectly sane and this opinion !s con- 
curred in by the police matron and oth- 
ers who have talked with her. 

It is said that Mrs. Taylor is possessed 
of considerable property and there is a 
suspicion that the charge of insanity is 
in some way connected with this fact. 

Mrs. Taylor is 75 years of age and is a 
well dressed; respectable old woman, She 
refuses to give any facts about herself 
and says that all she wants is to be lib-

When asked if she wanted to see any 
of her relatives she replied: 

“You bring them in here and I will 
alap their faces.’’ 

No one called at the barracks to see 
her yesterday. If she has any near rel- 
atives they have not made themselves 
known to the police. 

Wa Found on the Street. 

The woman was sent to the police bar- 
racks late Sunday night by Officers Poole 
and Shepard, who stated that they found 
her wandering about near the corner of 
Marietta and Curran ~‘~eets. They were 
told that she was demented and ought 
to be taken care of. They do not know 
who it was that made fhis report to 
them, and say they believed the woman 
was crazy from her actions and thought 
she might be in danger if allowed to go 
about the streets at night. 

When questioned at the barracks, Mrs. 
Taylor refused to tell where she fived. 
She said, with much feeling: 

“The people are just mad with me be- 
cause I am independent and mind my 
own business. I dress well and that makes 
them envious. All I ask the police to do 
is to let me go. I bother nobody and 
have enough money and property to live 
on the balance of my life.’ 

Captain Thompson’ and the police ma- 
tron were trying all day yesterday to find 
out something about the woman, and if 
possible locate her near relatives. Dr. 
Hurt was sent for and he pronounced 
the woman sane, 

“She is only feeble like any old wom- 
an of her age,”’ stated the doctor, “‘and I 
see no reason why she should be held.” 

The case is one of pecullar interest. If 
some one does not ‘appear at the bar- 
racks who can satisfy the pelice that 
they will take out a writ of lunacy, Mrs. 
Taylor will probably be liberated. 


SUICIDE IS FOUND IN HOTEL. 


He Left a Letter Saying, “I Am IIl 
and Hopeless.”’ 

Kansas City, Mo., June 9—J. W. Ralley, 
aged 51 years, was found dead in his room 
at a local hotel today. He had left a 
note saving “I am ill and hopeless,"’ and 
asking that his wife at Nowata, I. T., be 
notified. 

Railey was a traveling salesman for a 
Kansas City- packing house. His fam- 
ily was one of the oldest in the state. His 
father, J. M. Ratley, who died recently, 
and the iatter’s brother had been in the 
banking business at Weston, Mo., for 
nearly half a century.

F. E. Conway, of Little Rock, for state 
land commissioner, and three railroad 
commissioners, viz: B. B. Hudgins, of 
Harrison; J. W. Philips, of Newport, and 
J. E Hampton, of Fordyce. 
' Indications are tonight that Congress- 
man T. C. McRae will be temporary and 
permanent ohairman of the convention 
and that the piatform will unequivocally 
indorse the Kansas City declaration of 
1900. No prolonged contests are in sight 
and it is expected that the convention 
will complete its labors by ttomorrow 
night. Hion. Carroll Armstrong, of Mor- 
rilton, the present chairman of the dem- 
ocratic state central committee. will prob- 
ably be reelected to that position by the 
convention.

A Group of Striking Miners 
and a Miner’s Family. 
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President Sends Wright To See 
Strike Leader Mitchell 


Mitchell Says, However, That Noth- 
ing Was Accomplished Looking 
to a Settlement—The Tie- 

‘ Up Is Practically Com- 
plete in Two Virginias. 


New York, June 9.—President John 
Mitchell ,of the United Mine Workers’ 
Union, arrived here late this afternoon, 
having been sent for by Carroll D. 
United States commissioner of 
labor, who is here investigating the an- 
thracite coal miners’ Strike. Mr. Mitchell 
first called on Secretary Ralph M. Easly, 
of the National Civic Federation, and the 
two tonight went to the Manhattan hotel]. 
where Mr. Wright is stopping. President 
Mitchel went to the commissioner’s room, 
where he rémained in conference with Mr. 
Wright for two hours. When he left Mr. 
Mitchell said: 

“I have but little to say further than 
that I have talked with Commissioner 
Wright and have explained to him the 
situation from the miners’ standpoint and 
have told him of the causes which led 
up to the strike.”’ 

“Was there any suggestion of a settle- 
ment made during the interview?’ Pres- 
ident Mitchell was asked. 

“No, I understand that Commissioner 
Wright was simply seeking information 
for an Official report, under the law.” 

“Did Commissioner Wright explain to 
you President Roosevelt's views concern: 
ing the trouble?’’ 

“He did not.” 

President Mitcheil said he would leave 
for Wilkesbarre late tonight or in the 
morning. 

Strike Is About Completed. 

Bluefields, W. Va., June 9.—The strike 
in the Flat Top coal region. today is about 
complete. Some of the operators are at- 
tempting to load coal with eight and ten 
men and, in the greater number of cases, 
with less than this number. It had been 
hoped by the operators that a great num- 
ber of the miners going out on Saturday 
did so through curiosity to see what the 
other fellows were doing and they expect- 
ed at least 50 per-cent of their forces to 
return to work today, but it is generally 


' conceded by even the operators that not. 


over 8 per cent of the men returned. At 
the Southwest mines, Pocahontas, Va., 
where 600 miners’ ordinarily work, but 
fifty men are working, though this is a 
much larger percentage than at any of 
the other mines. In the Thacher and 
Clinch Valley districts the men are still 
at work though the agitators in Clinch 

Valley district are claiming that the men 
are expected to go out. Ali the operators 
so far seen refuse to be interviewed as 
to their intentions’ regarding the confer- 
ence to be held Wednesday at Bramwell, 
by ‘tthe United Mine Workers, which the 
operators have been requested to at- 
tend. Every precaution is being taken 
to protect property and the men who re- 
main at work and another large consign- 
ment of fire arms and ammunition was 
sh.pped to the different mining companies 
this. morning. Quiet reigns throughout 
the field. 

Nearly All Closed Down. 

Roanoke, Va., June 9.—In a statement to 
the Associated Press today a hizh offi- 
cial of the Norfolk and Western Railroad 
Company said his advices to his company 
from the Pocahontas coal field that out 
of forty-five operations thirty-nine were 
closed down and the remaining six are 
working with reduced forces. Up to Sun- 
day only ten operations in this fleld had 
shut down. ‘Tne Tug river field is practi- 
cally closed tight, only thirty men being 
at work in that distrfct. No violence is 
reported. Operators claim the strike will 
not be a prolonged one. 

‘The division superintendent of the Nor- 
folk and Western railroad at Bluefield 
wired the general officers here late this 
afternoon that he had just returned from 
a trip through the Pocahontas flelds. He 
found seventeen operations at work, with 
reduced forces, eleven operations having 
resumed work since noon. The men re- 
turning t the mines are old ones, but 
whether they are union men was not 
stated. 
with only ten men. No outsiders have 
heen sent into the fields yet and none 
will be sent there unless it is demonstrat- 
ed that the trouble cannot be adjusted 
with the men now on strike. 

A report reached Bluefield this evening | 
that five miners in the Elkhorn district 
had been killed today in a general fight 
among themselves, but this was later con- 
tradicted. 

A number of strikers passed through 
Roanoke tuuay en route home. They say 
they will remain at home antil the 
trouble is settled and that they are not 
averse to taking a holiday. 

Refused To Strike. 

Middlesboro, Ky., June 9.—About 5,000 
miners and coke workers in Buchanan 
county, West Virginia, and in Wise and 
Scott counties, ViVrginia, refused to obey 
strike orders and are at work. The Vir- 
ginia Iron, Coal and Coke Company work 
most of these men. High officials of the 
company state that they have no fear of 
their men going out any time. 

Importing Hungarians. 

Huntington, W. Va., uJne 9.—One hun- 
dred Hungarians from Pennsylvania left 
here today for the Tug river ¢oal fields, 
on the Norfolk and Western railroad, to 
work in the mines. The operators say 
that several hundred niore are en route.

DAGGERS FLASH 
FOR BOSS HANNA 


CONVICTS KILL 
THREE GUARDS 


And Escape from the Penitentiary 


of Oregon 


Two Desperate Prisoners Secured 
Rifles in Some Way and Opened — 
Fire on the Guards—Scaled 
Stockade After Killing 
Guards. 


Salem, Oregon, June 9.—Two desperate 
prisoners—Harry Tracy, sentenced to 
twenty years, and David Merrill, a thir- 
teen year man—serving sentences for as- 
sault and robbery, committed in Multoo- 
mah county, escaped from the peniten- 
tlary today after killing three guards— 
Frank Ferrell, shop guard; 8S. R. Jones 
and Ben Tiffany, feficemen. 

The prisoners employed in the foundry 
wert marched to work at 7 o'clock and 
had entered the molding room with Shop 
Guard Ferrell inside and Guard Stapleton 
in an adjoining room. Without warning 
Tracy and Merrill appeared with rifles. 
Tracy aimed at Ferrell, when Ingram, 4 
life prisoner, attempted to reach and dis- 
arm -Tracy. Instantly Merrill shot In- 
gram and Tracy shot Ferrell, the tatter 
dying almost instantly. Tracy and Mer- 
rill scaled the wall near the northeast 
corner stockade by a ladder. From out- 
side the walt Guard Jones was shot twice 
and killed. Tiffany was also shot and 
he dropped from the fence, engaging the 
fugitives in a fight. His gun was soon 
empty and he was taken by the convicts 
and used as a shield while they made for 
the timber. When out of range of the 
prison they stopped and delibérately killed 
Tiffany, escaping into the timber itmme- 
diately. 

Duncan Ross, a new guard, was on the 
fence, near Tiffany, having been ordered 
up to relieve the latter. Ross was un- 
armed and the convicts shot at him, one 
in-

Alleged Theat Hanna’s Office-Holding 
Friends in Ohio Are Perniciously 
Active—Burton May Oppose 
the Boss for the Sen- 
atorship. 


episode in national republican politics. 

Senator Foraker’s attitude in the mat- 
ter is not surprising, inasmuch as ne him- 
eelf has felt the harmful effect of what 
is known as the Hanna ring in the Buck- 
eye state. 

The president Hstened with considera- 
ble surprise to Mr. Foraker’s plain state- 
ments, but promised nothing in the way 
of an investigation of the Cleveland of- 
ficeholders. 

Another incident of the day in this con- 
nection, was the conference between Sen- 
ator Hanna and Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Jamés R. Garfield. Mr. Garfteld 
is expected to go to Cleveland this week 
and may carry instructions to make an 
inquiry into the affair. 

Senator Foraker takes the ground that 
Collector Leach, Marshall Chandler, Dep- 
uty Marshal Hopkins and Postmaster 
Dewstoe, have been guilty of a violation 
of the civil service regulations, and espe- 
eclally of the recent order of the presi- 
dent. In this he takes direct issue with 
Senator Hanna, and thus the president 
becomes again involved in a Hanna-For- 
aker factional fight. 

Double Dealing by Hanna. 

Another development today which add- 
ed to the excitement, is the direct charge 
of Representative Burton's frinds in 
Washington, that Senator Hanna has 
been guilty of double dealing. They say 
that the Cleveland quartette wrote to 
Senator Hanna and asked him if it was 
not about time to give Mr. Burton the 
“water cure?’ And that the senator as- 
sented, while at the same time pretending 
friendship with the Cleveland represen- 
tative. 

An outcome of the affair may be the 
candidacy of Mr. Burton for the senator- 
ship against Senator Hanna, with a solid 
support of the entire Foraker faction and 
the anti-dfficeholding contingent in Ohio. 

The president, in discussing the subject 
with his personal friends, is greatly per- 
piexed at the prospect of being drawn into 
a factional fight between Hanna an4 
Foraker... The president has troubles of 
his own in trying to keep peace in the 
republican family in his own state. He 
has no desire to part company with Sen- 
ator Hanna at this juncture, nor does 
he undervalue the kind offices which Sen- 
ator Foraker has rendered him in the 
senate. At the same time, he does not 
intend to rest under the charge of incon- 
sistency or ingincerity in regard to a strict 
enforcement of his well known civil serv- 
ice principles. | 

It is wriderstood that the president does 
not admit that Representative Burton 
has filed formal charges against the 
Cleveland federa! officeholders. When Mr. 
Burton called at the white house last 
Saturday, he was laboring under intense 
excitement, and he made allegations 
against the Hanna ring in an informal 
way. Up to date the president has not 
authorized the proposed investigation to 
be made, but will defer‘ action until Rep- 
resentative Burton returns from the Vir- 
ginia Hot Springs, where he has gone for 
a much needed rest. 

In the meantime political circles are 
greatly agitated over the subject and it is 
the principal topic discussed here tonight.

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USE FIRE AND SWORD, 
“ROOSEVELT ORDERED 


Manila Times Alleges. That Administration Is Re- 


sponsible for Bloody Work in Philippines. 
Secret Orders Sent to Generals. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, June 9.—(Special.)—The 
record of the proceedings of tne court- 
martial which tried Genera] Jakie Smith 
reached the war department this morning 


i and the same mat-brdught Manila news- 


papers which throw an interesting side- 
lignt upon the case as viewed in Manila. 
The Manila Times claims to have official 
confirmation of a report previously pub- 
lished in that paper that the responsibil- 
ity for the kind of warfare employed in 
the Visayan islands would be placed on 
the administration. This publication was 
before the trial began and the announce- 
ment was tnat: 

“In the trial of General Smith, the de- 
fense will call for the secret official cor- 
respondence of last Novemiber and De- 
cember, peremptorily demanding that the 
Visayan islands should be pacified.” 

Going into details, the articles con- 
tinues: 

“The administration was particularly 
anxious that the insurrection in Cebu and 
Bohol should not run over into the new 
year and that very strenuous efforts 
should be made to bring about at least a 
nominal peace in those islands in order 
that the civil commission * might again 
assume control. The methods of a fire 
and sword campaign were, therefore, 
adopted in both Islands and proved suc- 
cessful. The civil commission had taken 
over Cebu some months before, but sfb- 
sequently had found itself unable to main- 


» 


tain control over it, and it was handed 
back to the military. 

“Bohol had been partially organized un- 
der the’ provincial code but the civil 
governor of that island was not able to 
act outside of his own capital and the 
insurgents were in actual control of the 


situation. 

‘The anti-administration element in 
Washington was making things unpleas- 
ant and hence came the ungent messages 
calling for the termination o f hostilities 
there by any means that mignt suggest 
themselved: This order was obeyed by 
General Hughes. Meanwhile General 
Smith’s officers and troops were conduct- 
ing an even more vigorous campaign 
under his orders based on the idea of 
satisfying the administration’s desire for 
peace at any price. 

“That the administration was &o0 exer- 
cised for the winding up of the cam- 
paign last fall was a well-guarded secret 
and the instructions received from Wash- 
ington were not made pwoblic. ‘Ine letters 
and cablegrams on this subject, it is said, 
make mighty interesting reading.” . 

Whether or not these alleged secret 
orders from Washington were exploited 
Kefore the court remains to be seen. No 
mention was made of them in the reports 
cabled from Manila to the press, but 
these were all carefully censored. Thére 
were no disclosures about such secret 
orders during the Philippines debate, but 
it is probable that an effort will be made 
in congress to get them from the war 
department, if any such were issued, 
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MANANCLED MEN 
ARE CREMATED

the scene within a few minutes and as 
the windows were filled witn people 
shrieking for help, ,the firemen devoted 
their first efforts to save lives and allow- 
ed the fire to burn. 

While a large numer of people were 
being carried down the ladders by the 
firemen the fire got such a headway that 
there was almost no chance for those on 
the upper floors of the building to make 
their escape and those which were not 
suffocated were killed or badly injured 
by leaping from the windows, 

Alderman Kent was in a room on the 
fifth floor with his attendant, A. W. 
Wattles. The alderman, who has been 
totally blind for many years, was in a 
strait-jacket and his hands were man- 
acled to a belt that passed around his 
waist. When the alarm of fire was sound- 
€¢d Wattles ran to investigate. He found 
the elevator shaft a mas» of flames and 
ran back to help the alderman, who, 
blind and unable to do anything with his 
hands, was almost mad with fear and 


was shouting like an insane person. ‘He. 


had groped his way to the door and by 
the time ‘this attendant hed reached him 
had fallen to the floor overcome with 
smoke. Wattles seized him and tried to 
drag him down the halj to a-place of 
gafety, but‘it was almost impossible to do 
anything with him. 
Leaped to His Death. 

Wattles was finally compelled to run 
for his life. He ran to a window on the 
south side of the building, across which 
were iron bars. Wattles managed to 
tear two of these from their fastening 
and with two other men who Yollowed 
him, climbed out on the sill. They were 
seen by the firemen, who called to them 
to remain where they were and they 
would be saved. A ladder was run as high 
as possible and the two men with Wat- 
tles were taken down. He became crazed 
with excitement and sprang for a net, 
which some men were holding on the 
sidewalk beneath. He fell partly in it 
and partly on the sidewalk, and. sus- 
tained injuries which probably’ will 
cause his death. 

Kent was lying on the floor of hits 
room and evidently died of suffocation. 
His body was burned after death. Three 
hours after the outbreak of the fire, it 
was found on the floor of his room. 

In a room on the second floor was Dr. 
William Bunker, of Chicago, who some 
time ago lost one of his legs in accident. 
He was in bed when the fire broke out 
and on going to the door of his room 
found escape in that direction .cut off. 
He was without clothing and when he 
saw the great crow@ below he crawled 
back into the smoke and came out 
again wrapped in a blanket. He was 
soon taken down by the _ firemens 

Across a fourth story’ window on the 
north side was a heavy wire screen, and 
on the outside of the screen were iron 
bars running parallel witg the sill. The 
space between these bars was too small 
to allow the passage of even a small 
poy, and behind them were gathered a 
crowd of men whose numbegs were af- 
terward found to be between twenty-five 
and thirty. Escape in other directions 
was Impossible. The one chance for life 
for that crowd of men lay through that 
screened and barred window. 

In S§Strait-Jacket and Manacles. 

The men closest to the screen tore and 
tugged at it in a vain effort to tear it 
from its fastenings and the men behind 
them fought madly to get close to the 
screen to fasten their fingers in it. A 
number of the men at the window were 
in strait-jackets and manacles and 
those not being able to help themselves 
or others were the wildest of all in their 
frantic efferts .to break through the 
bars. 

The crowd in the street watching the 
desperate situation of the me nbehind 
the screen was simply an insane mob. 
It seemed as though nothing could be 
done and that all the men would dle 
within 6 inches of freedom. 

That any of the men escaped at all 
is owing to the work of W. E. Davis, of 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, a patient in the in- 
stitution. He induced the men to cease 
their disconnected pulling at the screen 
and to unite their efforts. Four men at 
first took hold of the screen and in al- 
most a minute the crowd behind them 
pushed them away and before the four 
men could get to the screen again they 
were compelled to fight with their figts. 
Davis managed to get his men to the 
window again and after a few desper- 
ate pulls they managed to tear down 
a portion of thep screen: Nerved to the 
work by their success the bodies of the 
men swayed back afid forth as they put 
all their strentgh into last effort. Final- 
ly down it came, the men in their des- 
peration pulling with it large pieces of 
the mortar, in which its sides had bee 
encased. , 

Desperate Work To Escape. 


Four men took hold of the screen and 


after a few desperate pulls managed to 


tear down a portion of it. Nerved to 
work by their success the bodies of the 
men swayed back and forth as they put 
all of their strength into one last effort. 
Finally down it came, the men in their 
desperation pulling with it large pieces 
of the mortar in which its sides had 
been encased. The screen was gone, but 
the bar& remained. As many men as 
could place their hands on the lower 
bar took hold. It bent, almost doubled, 
and six men went to the floor with a 
crash holding on to the iron bar, which 
they had torn from its fastenings. So 
quickly did the men behind them spring 
to grasp the second har that those who 
had torn down the first were badly tram- 
pled on before they could rise. . Another 
bar was soon torn away, and the path to 
safety was opened. 

There was a rush for the windows and 
Dr. A. C. Anderson, of Chicago, was 
the first man throygh. He sprang for 
the platform of the fire escape in front 
of the window and managed to catch 
it and thus was saved. 

The next man through the window was 
G. 8S, Gott, of Lavergne, Ills. Anderson 
was so much exhausted that he was not 
able to drag Gott after him and Gott 
was so badly burned that he was not 
able to make the leap himself. He 
crouchel on the window sill while the 
men on the side clamored for him to 
jump. Clinton Osborne, a real estate 
dealer of New York city, was the third 
man. He crawled out beside Gott and 
told the men inside to grasp his feet. 

Human Chain Formed. 

This they did and telling Gott to take 
hold of his wrists and drop over the 
window sill, Osborne hanging head down- 
ward, swung Gott to and fro, until he 
had acquired sufficient momentum and 
then swung him up and onto the landing 
of the fire escape, where Dr. Anderson 
seized and held him and he and Gott 
then formed a chain, Gott holding to the 
fire escape and Anderson tightly held 
by Gott with one hand, reaching out to- 
ward the window, so that the men. one 
by one, as they crawled through were 
able to take one step on a ledge and 
make a leap to the platform of the fire 
escape, down which they made their 
way to the ground. Twenty-five men 
made their escape in this manner and 
when the last one passed under the iron 
bar, the building was @ furnace close 
behind him. He said that there were 
several men lying on the floor overcorge 
by smoke when he left and they all per- 
ished. It is doubtful if enough of their 
bodies will be found to enable them to be 
identified. 

Dr. G. Mulford Silvera, chief of the 
medical staff at the hospital, was ab- 
sent when the fire broke out. He ar- 
riyed as the firemen began carrying out 
the dead. He said that in the institution 
were sixty patients, of whom fifteen 
were women.

ANTI-RED BILL 
PASSES HOUSE 


Measure Is -a Substitute for 
That Which the Senate 
Adopted. 


RADICAL@@HANGES MADE 
BY THE HOUBE COMMITTEE 


A Passed It Is Not So Stringent as 
That Which Came.from the Sen- 
ate—Ouffine pf Provisions 
of the Measure.

Washington, June 9.—The house today 
passed the bill to protect the president, 
vice president; members of the cabinet 
and foreign ministers and ambassadors 
and to suppress the teaching of anarchy 
by a vote of 175 to 38. 

The thirty-eight negative votes were: 

Adamegon, Bartlett, Brantley, Brundage, 
Burleson, Candler, Cooper of Texas, 
Creamer, DeArmond, Dinsmore, ‘Finley, 
Fox, Glenn, Henry of Mississippi, 
Hooker, Howard, Johnson, Jones of Vir- 
ginia, Claude Kitchen, W. W. Kitchin, 
Kleberg, Lanham, Lester, Lewis of Geor- 
gia, Léttle, Loud, MeCulloch, McLain, 
Maddox, Neville, Patterson of Tennessee, 
Randell, Reid, Scarborpugh, Shackleford, 
Spight, Stephens of Texas and Under- 
wood. 

A motion to recommit the measure with 
instructions to strike out certain sections 
was defeated—71 to 123. 

The remainder of the day was 
devoted to the bill to transfer cer- 
tain forest reserves from the interior 
to the agricultural department and to 
authorize the creation in such reserves of 
game and fish preserves. This is the bill 
framed in response to the recommenda- 
tion on the subject which were contained 
in President Roosevelt's annual message. 
The minority of the public lands com- 
mittee offered as a substitute for the bill 
a measure which eliminated that partion 
of the bill which transfers the reserves to 
the agricultural department. Messrs. 
Lacey, of Iowa; Kieberg, of Texas; Per- 
kins, of New York, and Wiiliams, of 
Mississippi, spoke in favor of the Dill. 

Messrs. Mondell, of Wyoming, and 
Shafroth, of Colorado, supported the mi- 
nority substitute. Mr. Bell, of Colorado, 
opposed the bill in toto. 
reached. 


Provisions of Anti-Red Bill. 


The bill passed today by the house for 
the protection of the president is a sub- 
stitute for the senate measure which con- 
tained no anti-anarchy provision, but 
which did contain a. provision omitted 
from the substitute for a body guard for 
the president. 

The substitute consists of 13 sections. 
It provides that any person who shall 
unlawfully, purposely and’ knowingly kill 
the president or vice president or any of- 
ficer entitled by law to succeed to the 
presidency, any foreign ambassador or 
minister accredited to this country, while 
engaged in the performance of his offi- 
cial duties or because of his official char- 
acter or because of ‘any of his acts or 
omissions, shall suffer death. Any per- 
s0n who attempts to commit any of the 
above offenses shall be imprisoned not 
less than ten yéafs.

Any person who knowingly Harbors, 
conceals or aids with intent that he may 
avoil@.arrest or punishment any person 
who has committed one of the above 
offenses, shall be imprisoned from one to 
twenty-five years. “Any person who advo- 
cates the unlawful killing of an Officer 


of the government or of the government. 


of any civilized nation because of his 
official character, or who openly justifies 
such killing with Intent to secure the 
commission of any of the above offenses 
shall be fined from $500 to $5,000 and im- 
prisonment from one to twenty years. 
Any person who conspires or advises any 
person to assault or kill, within or with- 
out the United States, the chief magis- 
trate of a foreign country because of ‘his 
official character, shaH be punished as 


follows: 
Penalty Is Death. 


If the attempt is made and death re- 
sults auch offender shall suffer death. If 
such attempt does not result in death the 
punishment shall be a fine of $500 to $5,000 
and imprisonment from five to twenty- 
five years. If such attempt is not made 
the punishment shall be a similar fine 
and imprisonment from one to five years. 
Section.11 provides that no person who is 
opposed to all organized government or 
is a member of any organization enter- 
taining or teaching such opposition shal] 
be admitted into the United States, and 
that any person who aids such person 
to enter shall be fined from $500-to $5,000 
and imprisonment for from one to five 
vears. Section 12 prohibits the naturali- 
zation of anarchists and empowers the 
courts to investigate, and before issuing 
final papers to require the affidavit of the 
application affirming the truth of every 
material fact necessary for naturaliza- 
tion. The last section of the bill provides 
that in all prosecutions under the first 
seven seations of the act, it should be 
presumed until the contrary is proved, 
that the president or other officer was en- 
gaged in his official duties at the time of 
the offense.

FEARS. SQUEEZE 


BY SPECULATORS 
Tillman Makes Some Inquiries 
About Nicaragua Rovle, 


Alleges That American Speculators 
Control Lands Required by the 
United States—Senator Har- 
ris Makes Strong Speech 
for Nicaragua Route. 


Washington, June 9.—An -° interesting 
contribution to the discussion of the 
isthmian canal project was made in the 
senate today by Mr. Harris, of Kansas, 
a member of the committee on inter- 
oceanic canals, who is also an *enginecr 
of recognized ability. His discussion of 
the technical details of canal congtruc- 
tion was listened to with profound at- 
tention. He strongly advocated the selec- 
tion of the Nicagarua route He main- 
tained that it was entirely feasible and 
practicable from an engineering stan1- 
point, and said that some of the difficul- 
ties presented by the Panama route were 
insuperable—notably the construction of 
the Bohio dam. 

During the early part of the session the 
raval appropriation bill, was considered. 
All of the committée amendments were 
disposed of except that relating to the 
construction of two additional battle 
ships, two cruisers and two gunboats. 


For Forest Reserve. 

Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, ad- 
dressed the senate in support of the Dill 
for the establishment of a national forest 
reserve in the Southern Appalachian 
mountains. He explained that ten forest 
reserves had been established in wwe 
United States, none of them east of the 
Mississippi river. He said the establish- 
ment of the ten forest reserves in the 
west was made from the public domain, 
while cash would have to be paid for the 
proposed reserve. He did not believe, 
however, that there was any difference 
between appropriating cash from the 
treasury and appropriating property of 
the government. 

Mr. Simmons said it had been suggest- 
ed that there might be some “job” in the 
pending bill This, he knew, was not 
true and tuere was no foundation in fact 
for the suggestion. The measure was 
essentially national in character and it 
was advocated as a national proposition. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Simmons’ 
speech consideration was begun of the 
naval appropriation bill) A committee 
amendment was offered by Mr. Hale and 
adopted appropriating $657,300 for the con- 
struction of buildings at the Charleston, 
§S. C., navy yard. 

The naval bill wes laid aside and Mr. 
Harris addressed the senate on the 
isthmian cana! project. 

The Canal Bill. 

Mr. Tillman inguired how the lands 
necessary for the Nicaragua route were 
to be obtained if they were owned by 
private individuals. ‘Is the government 
to be subjected t6 such private claims?” 
he asked. ‘In other words, have Ameri- 
cans gone down there and fixed up things 
so that we will have to pay millions and 
millions of dollars for the right of way?’ 

‘The treaty with Nicaragua,’’ Mr. Har- 
ris replied, ‘‘provides for a condemnatijn 
of the lands where private rights are in- 
volved.” 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, inquired how 
much would have to be paid by the Unit- 
ed States for private rights along the 
canal. 

Mr. Harris replied that, so far as he 
knew, no data upon that subject had 
been prepared and no estimate made, 


man,~-that the United States was likely to 
be mulcted of millions of dollars, Mr. 
Morgan interrupted to say that by an ar- 
rangement with the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment in the event of the adoption of the 
Nicaraguan route all acquisition of land 
by the United States would date back to 
the conditions which prevailed in Decem- 
ber, 1900. That would preclude absolute- 
ly speculation in the land along the route. 
Speculators Feared. 

Mr. Tillman again expressed his appre- 
hension that speculators had obtained, or 
would obtain title to lands that would 
be necessary to the United States if the 
Nicaragua route were selected. lle was 
afraid these claims would spring up in 
the pathway of the United States, ‘‘with 
hands outstretched toward the treasury, 
with the demand to stand and deliver.” 

Mr. Harris replied that in view of the 
diplomatic arrangements between the 
United States and Nicaragua, no such 
apprehension as that suggested was war- 
ranted, although in a project of this kind 
and this magnitude it was impossible, per- 
haps, to guard absolutely against frauds 
of the kind suggested. 

Mr. Morgan discussed briefly the diplo- 
matic negotiations between the United 
States and the governments of Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica to show that neither 
Nicaragua or Costa Rica could have 
claims against this government through 
the old maritime canal company. He 
pointed out that it was through the wis- 
dom and foresight of William McKinley 
that the United States had acquired the 
exclusive right to construct a canal 
through Nicaragua and Costa Rica, and 
he declared that that ‘‘was one of the 
most magnificent acts ever performed 
by a president of the United States.’ It 
had cleared the way for the construction 
of the canal and those two southern na- 
tions were bound by the agreement until 
this congress should take action upon the 
canal question,

General E. P. Alexander Speaks for 
the Confederate Veteran and Is 
Heartily Applauded—Ad- 
dresses by Schofield, 


«:, Buger and Others. 


West Point, N. Y., June 9.—The cen- 
tennial anniversary exercises of the es- 
tablishment of ghe United States mili- 
tary academy began today and will con- 
tinue until Thursday, when the present 
first class of cadets, fifty-four members, 
will be graduated. 

Lieutenant General Nelson <A. Miles 
@rrived today and was honored with a 
Salute. In the afternoon the graduates 
assembled in Thayer hall, where General 
John M. Schofield, of the class of 1848, 
president of the association of gradu- 
ates, delivered an address, 


General Schofield’s Address. 

General Schofield said in part: 

“It would require too much time to 
®xplain in detail what constitutes the 
West Point system as compared with all 
others. But the more salient features 
™may be briefly stated. First, and most 
important of all, is discipline. The mili- 
tary and naval academies alone. of all 
the educational! institutions in this coun- 
try, have the necessary power to en- 
eg the discipline which is requisite to 
heir. course of training. Second, it is 
the incentive to great and constant exer- 
tion and strict observance of regulations 
on the part of cadets, afforded by the 
prizes offered to those who win in the 
competition. This prize is not only a 
commission in the army (or navy), but 
& commission in such corps as the grad- 
uate may prefer if his class rank entitles 
him to the choica The strife for these 
coveted prizes is very great. Third, is 
the published daily record of each 
cadet’s scholarly performance and the 
final summing up of these records, in 
each and every subject, their consolida- 
tion, together with the conduct record, 
at the end of each term, and at the end 
of the four years’ course, so that the 
academic board may decide wisely and 
justly, not only the relative merits of all 
the members of a class, but what corps 
or arm of the service each cadet is qual- 
ified to enter. The object of West Point 
training is not simply to fit young men 
for the army, but to justly determine the 
appropriate place for each in the several 
corps and arms of the service. 

“The high character always sustained 
by the corps of cadets ard by the grad- 
uates of the academy has been due fn 
@reat measure to the natural characters 
of the young men appointed cadets. That 
this has been far above the average 
follows as a matter of course from the 
fact that the selection has been made 
by the congressman himself from his 
own personal acquaintance with the can- 
didate and his family. The corps of 
cadets has always been a real American 
aristocracy—an aristocracy of character. 
If the time ever comes when competitive 
examinations, or school certificates are 
= to take the place of estab- 
ished character serious injury will be 
done to the corps of cadets and to the 
army. The honor as officers and gentle- 
men, of which cadets haye justly been 
most proud, is very largely in their own 
keeping. It is greatly to be hoped that 
the appointing power will do nothing to 
diminish the purity of this fountain of

At the conclusion of General Scho- 
field's address, the band played “Tenting 
on the Old Camp Ground,” after which 
General Thomas J. Wood, class of- 1845, 
a veteran of the Mexican war, delivered 
an address in which he alluded to inci- 
dents of that memorable period. Gen- 
eral Wood was greeted with continued 
applause after he had finished and the 
band struck up “Benny Havens.” Then 
followed addresses by General T. H. 
Ruger, class of 1854 (union) and General 
E. Porter Alexander, class of 1857 (con- 
federate). After the address of General 
Ruger the band played “Rally Round 
the Flag,” and “Dixie” after that of 
General Alexander. 


General Alexander’s Address. 

General Alexander's topic was ‘The 
Confederate Veteran.” He said in part: 

“The confederate veteran! With these 
words does there not arise in every mind 
the thought of a meteoric army’ which 
over forty years ago sprang into exist- 
ence, as it would seem, out of space and 
nothingness, and after a career of four 
years, unsustained by treasury or ar- 
senal, but unsurpassed for brilliant fight- 
ing and lavish outpour of blood, vanished 
from earth as utterly as if it had been 
a phantom of imagination? 

“And now a eneration has 
away. Tne smoke of civil confiict has 
vanished from the sky and the whole 
country, under the new conditions evolved 
in its four years’ struggle, finds itself 
united in developing its vast resources 
in successful rivalry with the greatest 
nations of the earth. 

“Whose vision is now so dull that he 
does not recognize the blessing it is to 
himself and to his children to live in an 
undiviaged country. Who would today 
relegate his own state to the position it 
would hold in the world were it declared 
a sovereign, as are the states of Central 
and South America? To ask these ques- 
tions is to answer them. And the an- 
swer is the acknowledgement that it will 
be best for the south that the cause was 
lost. The right to secede, the stake for 
which we fought so desperately, were it 
now offered us as a gift we would reject 
as we would a proposition or suicide.”’ 

During his address General Alexander 
casually mentioned the name of General 
Longstreet and the large audience went 
wild with enthusiasm, the cheering last- 
ing nearly a minute. 


General Alexander prefaced his address 
with these lines: 


“Once more the light of Jackson’s sword

Mexicans Have Fierce Encounter in 
San Manhattan Mountains. 


Tucson, Ariz., June 9.—Meager dis- 
patches received at Hermosillo this morn- 
ing tell of a battle fought at daybreak 
between General Torres and the Yaqui 
Indians in the San Manhattan mountains, 
2% miles north of Miner Priestas. 

The Yaquis numbered between 500 and 
600 men, while the command of Torres 
numbered 2,500.

The Indians were driven from 
their fortifications with great loss in 
killed and wounded. Between the killed, 
wounded and captured the Yaquis’ forces 
were almost completely destroyed.

Executive  Committeeman 
Samford Declares for This 
Elective System. 


HE THINKS TIME HAS COME 
FOR DEMOCRATS TO SPEAK 


argument Against Convention Is 
They Are Often Manipulated To 
Thwart People’s Will—Fraud 
( Would Be Threatened 


in the Primary. 


SMfontgomery, Ala., June 9.—(Special.)— 
Hon. W. H. Sanford, of Pike county, 
member of the state executive commit- 
tee from the second, or Montgomery, dis- 
trict, thinks the time has come for all 
democrats to speak out, and in the fol- 
lowing interview comes out for a general 
State primary: 

“The question as to whether or not a 
state democratic primary should be held 
for the selection of nominees for state 
officers is one of serious moment, and 
demands the most serious consideration 
at hands of each member of the commit- 
tee. I do not see how any principle could 
be involved in it, but it Is a grave ques- 
tion of party policy. 

“There are many arguments in favor 
of the present system, and the strongest 
one against it is that conventions are 
often manipulated to such an extent as 
to thwart the will of the people. We are 
then seeking the will of the people even 
when we hold a convention, not of the 
whole people, but of the democratic voters 
of the state. If, then, the state commit- 
tee should refer the matter of nomina- 
tions directly to the people, instead of 
calling a convention, there certainly can 
be no objection on the part of those who 
honestly desire nothing but a fair ver- 
dict of the people. 

Difficult To Avoid Fraud. 

“Of course I realize that it will be a 
hhard matter to hold a primary election 
with absolutely no fraud, but there cer- 
tainly will not be the same opportunity 
for- manipulations, and perhaps it is bet- 
ter to risk the fraud than #& is to con- 
tinue a system that is not giving satis- 
faction. And ‘besides that, the executive 
committee belongs to the democratic par- 
ty and not the party to the committee, 
It should be the duty of each committee- 
man to ascertain the wish of his people, 
and when that is done to follow their 
wishes, no matter what his individual 
views may be. 

‘“T have tried earnestly to do that and 
have talked with many prominent citizens 
of this district as to their wishes in the 
matter, and I am firmly convinced a large 
majority of the democrats of the second 
district are in favor of a democratic state 
primary under proper restrictions. So be- 
jieving, I think it the duty of the mem- 
bers of the committee.from this district 
to favor a primary. 

“As to the authority of the committee 
to call a primary, I think there is no 
question, and we ought not try to hide 
behind that stump. As I have said, there 
are arguments in favor of a convention, 
and many good men favor that plan, and 
I concede to them an honesty of pur- 


pose.”’

Charleston, S C., June 9.—(Special.)— 
Much feeling is expressed here over re- 
ports from Washington that W. D. Crum, 
a negro physician, is one of the leading 
candidates for postmaster of Charleston, 

When the natme of W. L. Harris, who 
was named as stmaster by President 
Roosevelt, was voluntarily withdrawn, it 
was stated with a degree of certainty 
that a democrat would in all probability 
get the position, although since that time 
it has developed that the president will 
hardly go out of the republican ranks 
to select a suitable man. It is because 
of this fact that business people are con- 
cerned about the candidacy of Crum. 

According to intimations heretofore giv- 
en by the president, a negro would not 
be put into office in Charveston, and 
while the general belief hereabout is that 
Crum will not figure, still, the mention 
of his name in this connection ‘has creat- 
ed much gossip and bitter feeling. 

Several white republicans have been 
urging their claims before the president, 
but they belong to the seekers after any 
office, and are not taken seriously. Dis- 
trict Attorney Capers, the dictator of 
federal patronage in this state, returned 
from Washington today, «and, while de- 
clining to discuss the Crum proposition, 
he intimated that the fight in Harris’ 
behalf had not been abandoned. 

Harris was appointed and highly Indors- 
ed by the people, although there was some 
question about his being a legal resi- 
dent, and Captain Caprfrs thinks he will 
still get in. Should the administration 
go out of the party for a postmaster the 
chances are that Colonel William B. Wil- 
son, the choice of Senator McLaurin, 
will be ‘appointed.

ATLANTA, GA., June 10, 1902. 
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Necessary for a Democratic House. 
The silly announcement is again be- 
Ing made that shrewd party leaders 
“like Gorman and Hill” do not wish 
to win a democratic house of repre- 
sentatives in the coming elections. 
They are represented as perceiving no 
party advantage in a democratic house 
without a senate and the white house 
to cooperate with it and therefore pre- 
fer complete republican control and 
responsibility for the next two years! 
By the same token they would per- 
ceive no party advantage in electing 
the next president, since the control 
of the senate can hardly be gained be- 
fore 1906, and very probably not be- 
fore 1908. Why, then, have a demo- 
cratic house and executive from 1904 
if there will be probably no democrat- 
ic senate during the next presidential 
term to cooperate with them in postl- 
tive legislation and responsibility? 
The suggestion that two such sensi- 
ble men as Gorman and Hill are of the 
opinion alleged is nonsense. We do 
not believe either ever intimated such 
an opinion as that the election of a 
democratic house in the fifty-eighth 
congress will be a barren victory and 
detrimental to the party. Such a vic- 
tory in 1874 in the middle of General 
Grant’s second term was not a barren 
victory. It stimulated the party from 
one end of the union to the other and 
put a ‘scotch upon the wheels of ram- 
pant republicanism that had most 
salutary effects. It led to the splendid 
national fight of 1876, when Tilden 
carried the country and was defrauded 
of the presidency and kept a demo- 
cratic senate or house, or both, on 
guard until 1884, when the democracy 
elected a president. 
The people are now ripe to write 


- down a national protest against the 


policies of the republican party. They 
are apparently eager to stamp a ver- 
dict of blood guiltiness upon the tariff 
robberies, the trusts and the extrava- 
gances of the dominant majority. 
They want to set a democratic ratchet 
to the swift-moving wheels of imperial- 


{sm and put the sword and purse of 


the republic in the hands of the party 
that stands for the people, so that they 
cannot longer be held and used by the 
party of the combines and the lusters 
after oligarchy. The only way a halt 
can be called upon the decline of pop- 
ular government is to elect a demo- 
cratic house that will stand for its 
preservation and defense.

A Light in the North. 

There is a streak of democratic day- 
light broadening itself in the _ polit- 
ical horizon of Michigan. By any 
proper \calculauion of iaterests the 
Michiganders ought to be democrats 
by a large and permanent majority, 
bunt they have only seldom had the 
gumption to line up where they belong. 
The Algers, McMillans and J. Caesar 
Burrowses have hoodwinked them 
into following the band wagon of the 
tariff grafters and the tin-horn trust 
managers.

The democrats are plucking up 
courage from the outlook and are pre- 
paring to make nominations that will 
command the confidence of just men 
of all partles and contrast with the 
republican outfit so favorably as to 
command their general support.”

Burrows trusts of the nation.

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West Point’s Centennial. 

Widespread interest is being felt in 
the approaching centennial anniversa- 
ry of American’s great military acad- 
emy, to be celebrated this month at 
West Point, on the Hudson, and the 
occasion will be invested with all the 
more significance on account of the 
martial prestige which this country 
has recently acquired in the war with 


i Spain. 


Though actively engaged in training 
and equipping officers from the date 
of organization, it was not until the 
outbreak of the Mexican war that the 
value of the military academy at West 
Point was generally recognized. Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott, who commanded 
ine American troops in this successful 
campaign, was not himself a graduate 
of West Point, but most of his subordi- 
nate officers were and General Scott 
is on record as saying that it was due 
largely to the superb’ discipline of 
these West Pointers that the Mexican 
war was successfully terminated with- 
in two years. From this time on there 
was no lack of enthusiasm, either in 
the legislative support or in the popu- 
lar commendation given to this insti- 
tution, and when the war between the 
states divided the country in twain it 
was to West Point that both armies 
looked for skilled officers to lead in 
the struggle. There were many splen- 
did officers on both sides who were 
not West Pointers, but they were in 
the minority and they achieved com- 
manding distinction only in exception- 
al and isolated cases. Some of the 
West Pointers whose names are house- 
hold words are Robert E. Lee, Stone- 
wall Jackson, Albert Sidnev Johnston, 


Joseph E. Johnston, Leonidas Polk, A. 


P. Hill, D. H. Hill, John B. Hood, P. G. 
T. Beauregard, James Longstreet, 
George E. Pickett, Braxton Bragg and 
Joseph Wheeler, on the confederate 
side: and Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, 
Thomas, Pope, McClellan, McDowell, 
Slocum, Porter, Sedgwick, Hancock 
Custer and Schofield, on the federal 
side. No one who has studied the mil- 
itary history of this country during 
the past half century can minimize 
the importafice of West Point as a fac- 


tor in preserving and maintaining the | 


prestige of the American government; 
and all honor is due this school of 
arms for the luster which it has shed 
upen the American name. 

To some extent the civil war over- 
shadowed all other conflicts in the 
emphasis given to West Point train- 
ing, but in the repeated skirmishes 


which have taken place from time to, 


time with the Indians on the western 
plains and in the more recent unpleas- 
antness with Spain the debt of grati- 
tude which the country owes to West 
Point has been strikingly affirmed. In 
congratulating the institution upon 
the celebration of its centennial anni- 
versary, we can pay it no higher trib- 
ute than to express the sincere hope 
that its second one hundred vears will 
be as fraught with brilliant achieve- 
ment as its first.

The 
artists of illustrated journals used to 
go around to the see house to see that 
dorg, and pose him in Episcopal atti- 
tudes, and photograph him for the 
pages of the yellow sheets—although 
there was no yellow. streak in the 
tawny Cluny himself. 

The entire citizenship of Albany 
took patriotic pride in the dorg. The 
bishop doesn’t seem to have cut much 
ice himself, even when the Hudson 
was frozen over, but when Cluny went 
on parade the people lined the side- 
walks to see him pass by as country 
yokels wait on the highways to see 
the elephant come to town! 

But a few days ago Cluny got hold 
of some vagrant morsel that agitated 
his innards and caused him-to sud- 
denly turn up ais quadrupedals to- 
ward dog heaven. He just essentially 
laid down and died and the newspa- 
pers hastened to herald the néws to a 
bereaved community. The people 
wept, but Cluny slept right on. Then 
came telegrams and letters of condo- 
lence to the bereft bishop from all 
parts of that eastern end of the union 
where dollars and dorgs are more es- 
teemed ‘than men. So great was the

DEALS IN FUTURES GAMBLING. 


Conflict Over South Carolina and New 
York Laws. 

Columbia, 8. C., June -9.—(Spectal.)— 
While the United States circuit court 
of appeals has granted a new trial in the 
case of Parker & Co., cotton brokers of 
New York, and W. A. Moore, of Spartan- 
burg, 8. C., it sustains Judge Simonton 
in the chief points of interest to deajers 
in futures and brokers. 

Moore bought 2,000 bales of cotton. He 
haG@ been dealing with Parkers & Co., 
for years. Tne market fell. Moore told 
them to protect him and he would pay. 
They did put wp to the extent of $190.- 
000, and, as Moore did not respond, turn- 
ed loose. 
he sald, they had not followed instruc- 
tions. They sued. As dealing in futures 
is gambling under South Carolina laws, 
and a gambling debt cannot be collect- 
ed, Judge Simonton instructed the jury 
to find for the defendant. 

Tne court of appeals sustains Judge 
Simonton in holding that in this case the 
South Carolina law and not that of 
New York controls. The court holds that 
Judge Simonton should have let the case 
go to tne jury, as there was some evi- 
dence upon the question of whether Moore 
was speculating. Also, as to whether 
Parker & Co. had reason to know that he 
Was. 

Under the New York taw Moore would 
have, without doubt, been Mable. It will 
probably require an“appeal to the United 
States supreme court to defermine waat 
the South Carolina statute actually means 
—whether knowledge or lack of knowledge 
on the part of the broker of the intentions 
of a customer plays any part in the pro- 
ceedings. %

Cand- 
ter, of the superior court of the Stone 
Mountain circuit; Judge George F. Gober, 
of the Blue Ridge circuit; Judge Marcus 
W. Beck, of Griffin, and Judge Howard 
Van Epps, of Atlanta. All of these are 
reported to have supreme court aspira- 
tions, and it is said their names will 
probably go before the state convention 
as candidates for the nomination to suc- 
ceed Justice Lewis. 

Since it has been reported that Justice 
Lewis would leave the supreme court 
bench in the fall on account of his health 
the question has arisen as to how his 
successor would be named. Another pri- 
mary simply for one office seems out of 
the question between now and the elec- 
tion in Gctober. The election would be 
simply to f¥il the unexpired term of Jus- 
tice Lewis, and there is little doubt that 
all the candidates would be willing to 
leave the question entirely to the state 
convention, and it may be that the con- 
vention will namé the candidate to be 
voted for in October. 

Justice Lewis has been in ill health 
for some time, and In the spring he took 
a vacation of indeterminate length in or- 
der to recuperate. He is at present at 
his farm in Greene county. His physt- 
eal breakdown was the result of over- 
work, he having devoted himself too 
strenuously to the work of the court 
when he first went upon the bench. 

The question of a successor to Justice 
Lewis will be an interesting one. There 
ig never any scarcity of aspirants for 
supreme court honors In Georgia, but the 
position ts one which seems to be more 
aloof from politics and political struggles 
than others in the state capitol. 


A BOOM FOR BENNET. 
RUNBWICK appears to have started 
a boom for Judge Bennet for the su- 
preme court bench. A _ special to The 
Constitution says: 

Brunswick, June 9.—(Special.)\—The an- 
nouncement of the resignation of Justice 
Hal Lewis from the supreme court, has 
started a genuine Bennet boom in Bruns- 
wick today. It is the first time in many 
years that both local political factions 
have been able to agree on any one can- 
didate for state, county or city office, but 
in this case they are a unit for Joseph 
W, Bennet, the distinguished judge of 
the Brunswick circult. 

Judge Bennet originally came from 
Brooks county, and was a resident of 
Brunswick fort only a short time before 
he was acknowledged one of the ablest 
attorneys here. He was formerly the law 
partner to Congressman W. G. Brantley. 
Judge Bennet has been on the bench for 
about four years and has made an able 
jurist. “In the reeent primary he declin- 
ed again to offer for the place, although 
every county in the cireult urged him to 
serve for another term. Judge Bennet 
also represented Glynn county in the leg- 
islature several years ago. When asked 
about the matter he said: 

‘Really, I have not considered the mat- 
ter, but I am not unmindful of the kind- 
ness thus extended me on the part of my 
friends in associating my name with this 
very high office. The supgeme court is 
naturally the goa! of the ambition of most 
members of my profession, and at this 
time I cannot say more than to again 
thank my friends for their kind remem- 
brance of me in this connection.”

OVERNOR ALLEN D,. CANDLER 

is expected in the city this after- 
noon from Washingtori, where he 
went to visit his son, who. will 
graduate this year. There thave been 
several reports current with regard to 
Governor Candler’s visit to the national 
capital, but it is stated on the best 
authority that he went there on purely 
personal business, 

One of the reports that has been given 
publicity with reference to Governor 
Candiers departure from the city was 
that he went north to consult New York 
bankers with reference to borrowing 
$125,000 with which to complete the secon‘ 
month's payments to the school teachers 
of the state. This, however, was posi- 
tively denied at the capitol yesterday. 
It was stated that Governor Candler did 
not go to New York at all, but simply 
went to Washington on a visit to his son.

OTHER TEACHERS DID 
“NOT GET OFFENDED 


Committee Was Named To Appear 
Before Council in Regard to a 

; Gymnasium for the Boys’ 

: High School. 


The students of the graduating class 
of the Boys’ High school think it is only 
a matter of justice to them, as well as to 
Principal W. M. Slaton, that all the facts 
concerning the banquet at the Aragon 
hotel last Friday night be made known. 

The- account which appeared in © The 
Constitution of Sunday morning was cor- 
rec as fareas it went, but full detajls 
of the causes which led up to the speech 
by Robert E. Bostrom, in which he re- 
ferred to the school as a “hog-wallow of 
political influence,” were not given. 

The occasion was the annual banquet 
of the grafluating class. The guests of 
the banquet were Professors Slaton, Jones 
end Dykes. The toastmaster was Neal 
McGuire. Several speeches were made 
and all of them touched on fhe school. 

Robert E. Bostrom, whose speech caused 
the sensation of the banquet, had selected 
“Strenuosity’’ as his subject, and, at the 
particular request of the class, addressed 
himself largely to the needs of the Boys’ 
High school. While admitting the use of 
the language quoted, Mr. Bostrom wishes 
it strictly understood that his speech was 
not intended to refer to any individual, 
but that he did mean for it to apply to 
the school as a whole. In a word, he 
Gid not address his remarks to Professor 
Siaton, and no other member of the facul- 
ty manifested any offense. ~ 

Neal McGuire, the toastmaster, started 
the remarks of fhe evening by referring 
to the case of a studeat who had left 
“the school after Christmas, but who had, 
nevertheless, received his promotion mark 
in June. 

“However,” went on the toastmaster, 
“this is a social meeting. This class has 
met together before, but never in such a 
way as this. It has stood as a unit in 
‘the many conflicts in which it has en- 
gaged, but it has never before met around 
the social board.”’ 

A voice exclaimed at this point: 

“Although it has met as a unit around 
the hoard of education,’ referring to the 
appearance of a committee of the class 
before the board in behalf of d@ school 
g£ Nnasium. 

“In introducing Professor Dykes.” said 
the toastmaster, ‘‘you will notice that his 
subject is ‘The Friendship of the Faculty 
for the Students.’ Naturally, I do not 
know what he is going to say, for while 
cne or two members of the faculty have 
shown their friendship for the students, 
I was not aware that the faculty as a 
body had been animated by friendship 
for the students.”’ 

At the conclusion of Professor Dykes’ 
temarks, he was greeted with applause. 

Mr. Bostrum Speaks. 

It was then that Mr. Bostrom spoke. 
part, he said: 

“Strenuoisity is a necessary part of 
daily life, and 1 am glad that this class 
has shown its strenuosity on several occa- 
sions. Still, we can look around us and 
see the need of more of it. Look at the 
‘Boys’ High school. It is perfectly clear 
that unless something is Sane to infuse 
new life into the school, something to 
make it more popular @!Th the patrons 
and the public, within a few years there 
will be no Boys’ High school at all. 

“This class, however, has shown its 
6trenuosity. I am proud that we have 
set the ball rolling which will eventually 
change this school from a hog wallow 
of political influence into a live, useful 
echool which will be an honor to itself 
and a pride to the city.” 

Principal Slaton was then introduced by 
the toastmaster. Professor Slaton took 
issue with Mr. Bostrom in a speech in 
which he reviewed the work of the Boys’ 
High school and pointed out various of 
Its achievements. He suggested that if 
there were any charges to be lodged 
against any member of the faculty as 
the administration of the schooi, that 
the board of education would be in ses- 
sion the next day and they should be 
made there. He said that be admired the 
spirit and independence of the class, and 
would like to have any charges brought 
even from members of the faculty. 

4¢t this point Mr. Bostrom arose and 
said that he had not understood his words 
were to be called into question. 

“TJ have said, however,’ he went on, 
“what I believe to be the real truth, and 
I have uttered what I understand to be 
the sentiments of the entire class, as 
has been privately expressed. I do believe 
that if some improvements are not made 
dn the school, the result I spoke of will 
come to pass. I have simply said, any- 
way, what the lady board of visitors tn- 
timated in the last paragraph of a certain 
report to the school board.”’ 


Mr. Lane Speaks. 

Following Mr. ‘Bostrom, Marshall H. 
Lane, Jr., another student, was _  intro- 
duced. He said that he had had no inten- 
tion of criticising the school, but since 
the gauntlet had been thrown down, he 
would like to add something to his fellow 
student’s remarks. 

“The gentleman has called for advice,”’ 
sald he. ‘‘Now, I do not care to pose 
as the little chicken giving advice to the 
old hen, but I state what I have heard 
older and wiser men say. 

“There, is something the matter with 
the Bovs’ High school. It ought to have 
at least 500 pupils. I will not enter into 
the question of the cause of its fallure 
to have these pupils. I wil] let the gen- 
tlemen infer for themselves. A certain re- 
ort from the lady board of visitors said. 
n substance: ‘What is the matter with 
the Boys’ High school? It is the leak in 
the system.’ 

“T know one thing that will benefit the 
echool—a gymnasium. This class has 
done what it could and failed. Although 
backed by the public, and although even 
every member of the board of education 
expressed the opinion that the high school 
should have a gymnasium, and although 
the principal was of the same opinion. 
vet but two members of the board voted 
to allow us to spend our own money for 
t»*t purpose.” 

Neal McGuire, the president of the class, 
was then asked to appoint a committee 
to go before council in behalf of a gzym- 
nmasium. He named Marshall H. Lane, 
Jr., R. E. Bostrom, John J. Norris, Rob- 
ert S. Parker and himself. 

The Constitution’s article of Sunday 
eaused the greatest interest throughout 
th ecity and it has been freely discussed.

pupils of the grammar schools is the 
exhibit of the manual training a partment 
which is now now being held at the Boys’ 
High school buildingf corner Courtland 
and Gilmer streets. 

The exhibit opened yesterday morning 
and will close this evening at 10 o'clock. 
The articles on exhibition represent the 
individual labors of a_number of the pu- 
Pils of the fifth, sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades of the city publfc schools. 
Some of the articles are most ingenious 
and show a highly developed inventive 
mind on the part of the makers. 

For instance, there is a machine de- 
signed and constructed by two boys who 
were in the sxth grade State street 


when one considers the extreme 
of the youngsters whose active minds 
and equally active hands fashioned its 
every part. The machine is technically 
known as a “polisher,” and is constructed 
entirely of wood. In making all sorts 
of articles in the manual training de- 
partment, the boys have to use sandpa- 
per in smoothing off the surfaces of the 
wood and this part of their labors they 
found mgst irksome. 

Accordingly William Davis set about 
planning a machine to be run by foot 
power which would operate a series of 
emory wheels for polishing purposes. 
Having designed such a machine, he and 
Charlie Grist, a classmate, built it. The 
result of their combined efforts is now 
one of the features of the manual train-

PASSING THRONG. | 


Dr, Jerome R. Riley, president of the 
Colored NWNational - Anti-lmperialistic 
League, and one of the leading democrats 
of the negro race in this country, is 
visiting friends in Atlanta. En route to 
the city he spent several weeks in Charles- 
ton, where he made.careful study of 
the status of the southern negro. He 
said: 

“Out of a population of 30,000, a fair 
estimate would place 10,000 as showing 
a decidedly upward tendency. The other 
two-thirds cannot be, as yet, accurate- 
ly reckoned on, having been such abject 
slaves to a vicious and mistaken leader- 
ship, a leadership waich subordinates 
moral and mertal caliber, truth and vir- 
tue, whether represented In white or col- 
ored citizenship. to republican party inter- 
ests by the colored preachers, who are the 
leaders, arbitrary and absolute, ruling 
against inteMectual development and 
progressive thoirght, as with a rod of iron. 
Their action is in marked contrast to the 
Ifberal and w»rogressive sentiments of 
Bishop Turner and the colored clergy of 
this city and state, of all denominations, 
and this is also true of the essentially 
political leaders. The leadership of the 
colored ministers of Charleston is sin- 
cerely to be regretted, tending ag it does 
to obscure the lines that are being drawn 
as to the competence or incompetence of 
the engro race for freedom and develop- 
ment by which I mean to say that such 
action as they mantfest gives ground for 
doubtful expressions in fregard_ to 
tne eventualitles in our career, as well as 
future possibilities. If is my hope and 
purpose to deliver a series of lectures 
here and at other points in the state and 
south touching kindred and allfed sub- 
jects relating to our future well being, 
conditions being more favorable here than 
anywhere else.’” 

Speaking of the impressions made wpon 
him since coming into Georgia, hé sald: 

“My impressions are as yet too vague 
to be conclusive. I have not observed, 
however, any severe tension between the 
races and with those of my race with 
whom I conferred along the route I found 
the strongest evidence of contentment 
which is the essential basis of prosperity, 
having its beginning usually in the soll, 
through honest toil. I have great respect 
for Georgia statesmen, having years ago 
become acquainted with General Gordon, 
the late SpehkerCrisp, Governor Stephens, 
Dr. Felton, and meeting Georgia’s great 
paciticator and publicist, Henry W. 
Grady, but once. The former statesmen 
I have conversed with freely, and re- 
gard them as our Dest friends, as well as 
our great leaders and exemplars, under- 
tsanding home conditions and best able to 
deal with them. I have rever been enam- 
ored with the idea of confiding to the keep- 
of distant statesmen whose authority 
is questioned and whose acts are often 
open to susplcion, producings results un- 
satisfactory and ofttimes reckless, mat- 
ters belonging purely to their own states 
and statesmen.”’ 

Dr, Riley is the author of an able work 
bearing on the negro question, entitled: 
“Evbdlution. or Racial Development.” 
which has just recently been published 
and the views which he presents in this 
volume will strongly appeal to thoughtful 
readers., Dr. Riley has never voted any- 
thing but the democratic ticket.

TRIAL OF LEE 
IS POSTPONED 


Continuance Granted in Mur- 
der Case Until Tomorrow 
Morning, 


DEFENSE ASKS MORE TIME 
IN WHICH TO PREPARE CASE 


C. M. Hammond Convicted of Kid- 
naping and Fined $100—Was 
Recommended by Jury—Mon- 
nish Case Set for Trial 
Today. 


The case against Millard Lee, charged 
with the murder of Miss Lilla May Sut- 
tles, was called before Judge John S. 
Candler, in the criminal superior court 
yesterday morning, but the trial. was 
postponed until tomorrow morning. 

The continuance was granted on motion 
of the defense, on the ground that the 
prisoner was not ready to go into the 
trial. 

The case was the first called after the 
convening of court. As soon as this was 
done Attorney Reuben Arnold, Jr., leaa- 
ing counsel for the defense, made a for- 
mal] motion for continuance. He stated 


that the killing was done two weeks ago; 
that he was only employed to defend the 
prisoner a few days ago, and that he 
had not had time to sufficiently prepare 
his side of the case. He said he thought 
he should be allowed more time and not 
be forced into a trial. 

After hearing from the attorney Judge 
Candler announced that he would set the 
case for trial Wednesday morning. 

Lee was the only prisoner brought from 
the Tower yesterday, and remained in 
the prisoners’ room while the appeal for 
a postponement was being made. Rela- 
tives of both Miss Suttles and Lee occu- 
pied seats in the court room. 

The fact that the case was set for triai 
yesterday morning filled the court rooin 
with interested spectators. The case has 
attracted considerable attention and the 
big audience was anxious to hear the tes- 
timony. After the postponement was 
granted Lee was returned to the Tower. 

Convicted of Kidnaping. 

After the Lee case was disposed of the 
trial of bond cases was begun and seven 
were tried during the day. It is‘ the in- 
tention of Judge Candler to dispose of a 
numiber of ‘bond cases before returning 
to jail business. 

C. M. Hammond, an aged white+man, 
who resides in the country near the city, 
was convicted of kidnaping. The jury, 
however, recommended that the offense 
be treated as a misdemeanor and Judge 
Candler imposed a fine of $100. 

Hammond was charged with kidnaping 
Orval Head, a 12-year-old youth. Evi- 
dence was introduced to show that he 
and his son had carried the boy off ina 
wagon ‘and left him at a house 
country. Hammond contended that the 
boy ran away from thome and remained 
at the place willingly. 

None of the other cases tried were of 
special interest. 

Monnish Cases Set for Today. 

The cases against Dr. W. A. Monnish 
and his wife,- Dr. Rosa Monnish, both 
charged with a felony, weré called yes- 
terday morning and were set for trial 
this morning. 

Solicitor Charlie Hill, on behalf of th» 
state, announced that he was not pre- 
pared to proceed with the trial and ask- 
ed for the postponement. This was ren- 
dered necessary by reason of the fact that 
Maggie Wooten, the principal witness for 
the prosecution, was not present in the 
court room. 

An investigation was instituted yes- 
terday afternoon by the state and ef- 
forts will be made to have the woman in 
court this morning. If she has not been 
found by that time the state will be com- 
pelled to ask for another continuance. 

The cases against W. A, Matth ws and 
Thomas L. Bishop are set for trial 
morrow, but if the Lee case goes to trial 
they will be postponed. There are

New York, June 9.—Weather conditions mo- 
nopolized the attention of cotton circles today. 
There was a little fall of rain along the At- 
lentic coast, but elsewhere when the market 
opened there was no moisture of consequence, 
and the idea has gained ground thet rain 9% 
needed. Some sections complain of extremely 
hot weather and express fear of injury without 
early rain.

Committee Will Be Appointed To Pre- 
sent Machinists’ Troubles to 
Road’s Officials. 


Delegates from all of the machine 
shops of the Southern railway held a 
meeting in Federation hall, on Forsyth 
street, yesterday afternoon, to formulate 
plans in relation. to presenting the griev- 
ances of the machjnists before the offi- 
cials of the railway at Wiashington.
